Prepare  your  ground  the  same  as  for  dahlias  and 
fertilize  in  a  similar  manner.  Glads  may  be  planted 
in  rows  or  beds  and  should  have  at  least  30  square 
inches  for  each  large  bulb.  Large  bulbs  will  pro¬ 
duce  the  best  spikes,  provided  they  are  not  too  old 
and  flat.  When  bulbs  get  old  and  fail  to  produce 
good  spikes  they  should  be  cut  in  two  or  discarded 
for  younger  ones.  Plantings  may  be  made  from 
March  until  July,  thus  providing  a  long  blooming- 
period.

The  dahlia  classifications  in  this  catalog  are  the  new  form 
adopted  by  the  American  Dahlia  Society.  The  abbreviations  are  as 
follows:  “C”  Cactus,  Incurved,  Recurved  or  Straight;  “S-C”  Semi- 
Cactus;  “FD”  Formal  Decorative;  “ID”  Informal  Decorative; 
“MD”  Miniature  Decorative;  “P”  Peony;  “PP”  Pompon.

LANT  the  dahlia  tuber  about  6  inches  deep  with 
the  eye  upward.  The  dahlia  should  be  planted 
about  the  middle  of  May  in  the  northern  sections  of 
the  United  States  and  at  a  time  in  the  south  that  will  develop 
a  full  sized  plant  about  the  time  the  cooler  weather  starts; 
this  will  require  about  90  days  if  the  plants  are  irrigated. 


For  cut  flowers  remove  the  terminal  buds  on  the  main 
stalk  and  all  but  one  on  the  branches  which  are  selected  for 
stem  branches. 


Stir  the  soil  about  2  inches  deeper  each  year  until  a  depth 
of  from  12  to  16  inches  is  reached,  according  to  the  nature  of 
the  soil.  See  that  the  soil  has  good  drainage.  If  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  fertilize  follow  the  instructions  of  the  manufacturer 
if  prepared  fertilizer  is  used.  It  is  always  best  to  use  a  bal¬ 
anced  fertilizer  having  all  the  necessary  elements.  We  have 
usd  Vigoro  with  good  results.  If  barnyard  manure  is  used 
we  would  advise  that  you  add  some  potash,  especially  if  the 
crop  is  for  commercial  purposes. 

If  irrigation  is  necessary  use  judgment  in  watering.  Soak 
well  and  cultivate.  Water  as  seldom  as  will  keep  the  plant  in 
good  growing  condition.  Spraying  the  foliage  only  may  be 
done  as  often  as  desired  with  beneficial  results.
